Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  oi 
the  District  for  the  year  1946.  In  doing  so  I apologise  for  the  dela> 
which  has  occurred  in  its  preparation  and  for  the  scanty  nature  of  some 
of  the  information  contained  therein.  In  both  cases  staffing  difficultiei 
are  to  blame,  due  either  to  shortage  or  to  changes  in  personnel.  It  ii 
hoped  that  the  position  will  be  partially  remedied  by  the  time  the  nex 
report  is  due  to  be  issued.  I am  satished  that  the  Council’s  decision  t( 
appoint  a Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  will  result  in  greater  attention  bein^ 
given  to  the  detail  of  several  important  matters  than  has  been  possibli 
in  the  past  when  the  appointment  has  been  combined  with  that  of  tb 
Surveyor.  Indeed,  I consider  that  a tribute  is  due  to  Mr.  Traviss  am 
his  staff  for  the  way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  the  numerous  dutie 
involved  in  the  joint  appointment. 

So  far  as  can  be  ascertained  from  the  various  sources  of  informatio!] 
which  reach  my  office,  healthy  conditions  continue  to  prevail  in  th 
district.  There  was  a notable  rise  in  the  birth  rate,  the  death  rate  showin 
little  variation  on  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  fell  t 
the  low  hgure  of  29,  and  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  connected  wit 
childbirth.  No  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  reported  and  only  two  c 
diphtheria.  An  unsatisfactory  feature  is  the  high  incidence  and  deatt 
rates  for  tuberculosis  compared  with  pre-war  years,  though  both  rah 
are  lower  than  the  previous  year. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  the  courtesy  and  support  which  I ha\ 
received  from  the  Council  and  the  help  which  I have  received  from  i 
officers.

The  Rural  District  consists  of  a rectangular-shaped  area  of  approxi- 
lately  85  square  miles  and  is  comprised  of  the  Parishes  of  Abinger, 
letchworth,  Buckland,  Capel,  Charlwood,  Headley,  Holmwood,  Horley, 
-eigh,  Newdigate,  Ockley  and  Wotton.  With  the  exception  of  the  whole 
f the  Parish  of  Headley  and  the  northern  extremity  of  the  Parish  of 
/otton,  which  lie  to  the  north  of  the  crest  of  the  North  Downs,  the 
istrict  is  situated  between  the  escarpment  of  the  Downs  and  the  northern 
oundary  of  the  County  of  Sussex.  In  addition  to  the  projection  north- 
'ards  caused  by  the  situation  of  Headley  Parish,  further  irregularities  are 
reduced  on  the  northern  boundary  of  the  district  by  large  indentations 
lade  by  the  Borough  of  Reigate  and  the  Urban  District  of  Dprking. 

From  north  to  south  the  geological  nature  of  the  ground  changes  from 
iialk  to  greensands,  while  the  southern  half  of  the  district  is  clay.  There 
i an  associated  variety  of  scenery  and  vegetation.  The  River  Mole  and 
s tributaries  drain  the  greater  part  of  the  area  ; of  the  remainder  the 
illingbourne  stream  rises  in  Wotton  Parish  and  traverses  the  northern 
alf  of  Abinger  Parish.  The  River  North  drains  the  south-west  fringes 
E the  district  as  it  flows  south  to  join  the  River  Arun.

BIRTHS. 

The  total  births  accredited  to  the  area  by  the  Registrar  General  were 
4,  of  which  198  were  males  and  216  of  females,  representing  a birth 
te  of  18.4  per  1,000  civilian  population,  compared  with  the  rate  of  19.1 
: England  and  Wales. 

Six  still-births  were  registered  during  the  year,  giving  a still-birth 
te  of  0.27,  compared  with  the  rate  of  0.53  per  thousand  population  for 
igland  and  Wales. 
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DEATHS. 

The  deaths  accredited  to  the  area,  after  correction  for  the  inward 
transfer  of  Dorking  and  Horley  residents  dying  outside  the  district  and 
the  outward  transfer  of  non-residents,  were  132  males  and  136  females,  a 
total  of  268.  This  represents  a crude  death  rate  of  11.9  per  thousand  of 
the  estimated  civilian  population,  compared  with  the  rate  of  ll.o  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole.

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  number  twelve.  The 
ifant  mortality  rate  is  29.0  per  thousand  live  births,  compared  with  a 
ite  of  35.3  in  1945.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

(а)  General  and  Maternity. — The  Horley  District  Cottage  Hospital, 
of  11  beds,  is  the  only  general  hospital  situated  in  the  District. 

The  Redhill  County  Hospital  and  the  East  Surrey  Hospital  take  in 
patients  from  the  eastern  parishes  who  are  in  need  of  medical  or  surgical 
treatment.  The  Redhill  County  Hospital  maintains  a maternity  depart- 
ment. 

The  Dorking  County  Hospital  and  the  Dorking  and  District  Hospital 
provide  accommodation  for  residents  in  the  western  parishes  requiring 
medical  or  surgical  treatment.  The  Dorking  County  Hospital  has  a 
maternity  department. 

(б)  Infectious  Diseases. — The  Rural  District  is  a constituent 
member  of  the  Reigate  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Board,  which  maintains 
i hospital  of  forty-five  beds  at  Whitebushes,  Redhill.  Cases  of  infectious 
disease  other  than  smallpox  are  admitted.  Smallpox  cases  are  provided 
for  at  the  County  Council  Smallpox  Isolation  Hospital,  Clandon. 


MORTUARY. 

There  is  one  mortuary  in  the  district  in  Horley  Parish,  which  has 
3een  provided  and  maintained  by  the  Council.  The  admission  and 
'emoval  of  bodies  is  carried  out  by  the  Police,  and  eighteen  bodies  were 
idmitted  during  the  year  for  post  mortem  examinations.

WATER. 

Three  companies  supply  water  to  the  various  parts  of  the  District 
The  area  covered  by  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company,  a statutory  under 
taking,  includes  the  Parishes  of  Betchworth,  Buckland,  Charlwood 
Headley,  Horley,  Leigh  and  Newdigate.  In  these  parishes  there  are  onl 
a few  isolated  premises  which  do  not  have  the  benefit  of  a piped  mai 
water  supply. 

The  East  Surrey  Water  Company  obtains  most  of  its  water  from  dee 
wells  in  the  chalk  of  the  North  Downs.  The  water  is  softened  an^ 
chlorinated  before  distribution.  The  results  of  typical  analyses  ci 
samples  taken  in  the  district  are  as  follows.

The  Dorking  Water  Company  is  a statutory  water  undertakii 
distributing  water  to  the  Parishes  of  Capel,  Holmwood  and  Ockley.  j 
this  area  there  are  a number  of  premises  which,  owing  to  their  isolatt 
position,  have  not  so  far  been  provided  with  a piped  main  water  suppl 
The  extension  of  main  water  supplies  to  Coldharbour  village,  which  w 
be  carried  out  in  1947,  will  remedy  a much  needed  requirement. 

The  Dorking  Water  Company  obtains  its  water  from  a series  of  fifte^ 
wells  situated  a little  to  the  south  of  the  Pippbrook  stream  shortly  befo 
it  reaches  the  western  outskirts  of  Dorking.  The  boreholes  extend  toi 
depth  of  150  feet  into  the  Folkestone  beds,  from  which  the  water' 
siphoned  to  a reservoir  situated  at  the  works.  After  chlorination  it 
pumped  to  covered  service  reservoirs.

The  Hurtwood  Water  Company  has  mains  in  the  Parish  of  Abinger 
md  for  a short  distance  in  the  Parish  of  Wotton,  though  a considerable 
rart  of  this  area  remains  dependent  on  wells,  springs  or  piped  supplies 
:rom  private  water  undertakings.  At  Abinger  Hammer  there  is  a closely 
fuilt  up  hamlet,  for  which  an  extension  of  a main  water  supply  is  most 
iesirable,  a remark  which  also  applies  to  a group  of  some  twenty  cottages 
n the  North  Abinger  area.  The  hand  pumping  of  water  and  its  carriage, 
)ften  over  considerable  distances,  are  time  and  energy  consuming  tasks 
vhich  householders  should  not  be  obliged  to  perform  if  an  alternative 
fiped  supply  delivering  within  the  house  can  be  made  available  at  reason- 
ible  cost. 

The  Hurtwood  Water  Company  obtains  its  supplies  from  deep  bore- 
loles  in  the  greensand  and  has  its  works  in  the  Guildford  Rural  District.

It  is  estimated  that  of  the  6,644  inhabited  premises  in  the  distric 
approximately  6,425  have  a piped  water  supply  direct  into  the  house 
69  have  a piped  supply  bv  means  of  external  standpipe,  and  appro> 
mately  150  are  dependent  o'n  well  water  or  rainwater.  Many  of  the  latt 
group  are  situated  in  isolated  surroundings  for  which  the  provision 
an  alternative  supply,  even  if  desirable,  would  be  impossible. 

Measures  taken  during  the  year  to  improve  unsatisfactoty  suppli 
have  included  the  sampling  of  the  water  from  12  wells  supplying  priva 
premises,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  drmkii 
purposes.  Information  of  results  was  pven  to  the  owners,  and  in  o cas 
a remedy  was  possible  by  connecting  with  a main  supply.  Where  no  su 
alternative  was  possible,  tenants  were  advised  as  to  the  precautions 
be  taken. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  following  parishes  have  been  sewered  : 

Betchworth. — -A  gravitational  system  to  a Pumping  Station  near  junction 
Wonham  Lane  and  Betchworth  Street,  from  whence  electric  pumps  raise 
sewage  into  Dorking  U.D.C.  sewers  for  treatment  at  their  works. 

Capel.— Gravitational  system  to  the  treatment  works  between  Vicarage  Lane  ; 
Misbrooks  Green.  Part  of  the  sewage  is  treated  by  broad  irrigation  : 
part  over  sprinkler  filter  bed.  The  works  are  equipped  with  an  electric  thi 
phase  motor  and  starter  and  a Gwynne  Centrifugal  Pump. 

Charlwood.— Only  a very  small  portion  of  this  parish  is  sewered,  and  the  sew 
gravitates  to  a small  broad  irrigation  area. 

.An  extensive  drainage  scheme  for  the  whole  of  the  Parish  was 
preparation  by  the  Council’s  consultant  engineers,  .Messrs.  Kershaw  i 
Kauffman,  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Holmwood. — .A  gravitational  system  of  sewerage  to  settlement  tanks,  and  br 
irrigation  treatment. 

Horley. — .An  extensive  system  of  sewage  disposal  is  now  in  operation. 

Salfords  area  gravitates  to  a separate  pumping  station,  whence  the  sew 
is  pumped  to  the  Horley  Works.  The  works  are  modern  and  include  elec 
pumping  plant,  percolating  filters,  settling  tanks,  and  sludge  drying  bed: 

OCKLEY. — Is  served  by  two  small  disposal  plants  which  comprise  settling  ta 
and  filter  beds. 


CESSPOOLS.

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The  survey  has  been  completed  in  the  Parishes  of  Betch worth 
Buckland,  Charlwood,  Headley,  Holmwood,  Leigh,  Newdigate  anc 
Wotton. 

Arising  out  of  the  survey  samples  of  well  water  have  been  taken  anc 
submitted  to  bacteriological  examination,  12  samples  were  taken  in  194( 
and  where  a main  supply  was  available,  informal  action  resulted  in  ; 
houses  being  provided  with  a pure  and  wholesome  supply  of  water  fo 
drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 

Squatters. — In  September,  1946,  Army  and  R.A.F.  hutted  encamp: 
ments  at  Horley  were  vacated  by  the  military  authorities  and  squatterj 
moved  in.  Some  of  the  families  had  been  on  the  Council’s  waiting  lis| 
for  some  time,  but  many,  indeed  the  greater  part,  came  from  outside  th'i 
district.  The  Council  were  authorised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  ti 
arrange  for  the  improvement  of  conditions  and  at  the  outset  steps  wer^ 
taken  to  provide  sanitary  accommodation  and  sink  drainage,  means  o 
cooking,  water  supply,  electric  light.  A standard  rent  of  10/-  per  wee! 
was  fixed,  and  this  included  a supply  of  electricity  for  lighting  purposes 
The  camp  is  a large  one  and  now  contains  over  100  families.  Some 
fortunately  few,  of  the  families  may  be  regarded  as  sub-standard,  an< 
their  supervision  to  prevent  conditions  becoming  a menace  to  health  ha 
been  one  of  the  difficulties  facing  the  Sanitary  Inspector  ; the  majorit; 
have  taken  great  pains  to  make  satisfactory  homes  under  difficul 
conditions.

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  responsible  for  carrying  out  th, 
sections  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  dealing  with  food  adulteration.  | 
have  received  the  following  information  from  the  County  Medical  Offic€| 
of  Health  on  work  done  in  this  connection  in  the  district  during  thj 
year  : — : 

One  hundred  and  seven  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  of  which  twelv 
were  found  on  analysis  to  be  adulterated  or  deteriorated : legal  proceec 
ings  were  taken  in  one  case  and  a conviction  obtained.  | 

In  addition,  sixteen  samples  of  various  substances  were  analyser 
including  four  of  margarine.  No  adulteration  of  these  was  detected. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE. 

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Table  IV  shows  the  total  of  the  various  infectious  diseases  notihed 
luring  1946,  classified  according  to  age  and  sex,  together  with  the  number 
if  cases  removed  to  isolation  hospital  and  the  total  deaths,  if  any,  from 
;ach  disease,  lable  V shows  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
a the  various  parishes. 

Smallpox. — No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year.  No 
irimary  vaccination  or  re-vaccination  was  performed  by  the  Medical 
Ifficer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regula- 
ions,  1917. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Eight  notifications  were  received,  compared  with 
ineteen  in  1945.  The  case  rate  per  1,000  civilian  population  was  0.36, 
ompared  with  the  rate  of  1.38  for  England  and  Wales.  The  disease  was 
f a mild  character  and  there  were  no  deaths.  Seven  of  the  cases  were 
dmitted  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

Diphtheria. — Two  notifications  of  diphtheria  were  received,  com- 
ared  with  one  last  year.  The  case  rate  per  1,000  civilian  population 
'as  0.09,  the  corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales  being  0.28. 
ine  of  the  patients  was  an  adult  female  of  fifty-six  years,  and  naturally 
ive  no  history  of  artificial  immunisation  against  the  disease.  The 
;cond  case  was  a child  of  four  years  who  had  been  immunised  against 
iphtheria  two  years  previously,  and  emphasises  that  the  treatment  is  not 
[ways  fully  effective  in  every  case.  Reference  to  Table  VI,  however, 
lould  be  an  assurance  that  measures  being  taken  against  diphtheria  are 
iving  effect  on  its  incidence  and  mortality. 

Two  cases  of  suspected  diphtheria  were  admitted  to  hospital  for 
aservation.  In  neither  case  was  the  diagnosis  confirmed.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

Progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  with  the  Council  s schem 
for  obtaining  the  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria.  Regula 
clinics  have  been  held  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  Station  Road,  Horley,  an 
the  Dene  Street  Clinic,  Dorking,  and  treatment  has  also  been  available  a 
required  at  all  other  County  Council  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  Dunng  th 
year  283  children  received  treatment. 

Active  immunisation  against  diphtheria  has  now  been  in  operation  i 
the  district  since  1936  and  can  claim  a part  in  the  reduction  of  tf 
incidence  and  mortality  rates  which  has  occurred. 

At  the  end  of  1946,  952  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  and  2,41 
aged  five  to  15  years  are  known  to  have  received  treatment,  equivalent 
percentages  of  54.4%  and  77%  respectively  of  the  estimated  clui 
population  in  the  two  age  groups.  The  ideal  is  for  every  child  to  recer 
a primary  treatment  of  two  injections  at  about  the  age  of  one  year,  wi 
further  single  injections  at  school  entry  and  from  time  to  time  during  tJ 
school  life  Even  with  such  treatment  it  is  not  claimed  that  absolu 
immunisation  will  be  attained  by  ever>^  child,  but  there  is  clear  eviden 
that  the  risk  of  an  untreated  child  contracting  diphtheria  is  four  times 
great  as  that  of  an  immunised  child,  and  that  the  risk  of  death  is  neai 
thirty  times  as  great. 

In  Table  VI  are  set  out,  for  purposes  of  comparison,  figures  relatij 
to  the  incidence  and  mortality  of  diphtheria.

PNEUMONIA. 

Seventeen  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year,  giving 
case  rate  per  1,000  civilian  population  of  0.76,  compared  with  0.89  for 
agland  and  Wales. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Twenty -nine  names  were  added  to  the  tuberculosis  register  during  the 
;ar,  bringing  the  total  on  the  register  to  152.  They  included  twenty 
;rsons  already  domiciled  in  the  district  and  nine  of  persons  who  came 
live  in  the  district  from  other  areas  in  which  they  had  already  been 
Dtified.  Twenty-four  of  the  notifications  related  to  the  pulmonary  form 
the  disease  and  five  to  non-pulmonary. 

Eleven  deaths  occurred  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  representing 
1 annual  death  rate  of  0.49  per  thousand  population,  and  three  deaths 
ere  caused  by  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  with  a death  rate  of  0.13. 
he  tuberculosis  death  rate  was  0.62,  compared  with  a rate  of  0.54  for 
ngland  and  Wales. 

An  analysis  into  types  of  disease  and  age  groups  of  new  cases  and 
: those  dying  is  to  be  found  in  Table  VII.  For  comparative  purposes, 
^ures  relating  to  the  notification  of  and  mortality  from  tuberculosis 
;tween  the  years  1938-46  are  set  out  in  Table  VIII,  the  notification  figures 
;ing  those  for  persons  domiciled  in  the  district  at  the  time  of  diagnosis 
: the  disease.  The  figures  show  a deterioration  from  1941  onwards,  with 
ime  slight  improvement  in  the  year  under  review. 

The  Reigate  Care  Committee  and  the  Dorking  Care  Committee  both 
ctend  their  important  voluntary  work  to  residents  of  the  rural  district.
